Under 
that grant the Germans built the 
Shantung railway, and the harbour 
and town of Tsingtao. ' These things 
are as rightfully. and morally retained 
by Japan as were the interned 
German ships in Allied ports. What 
, was German property in Shantung 
was never Chinese, and never would 
have been Chinese,” The British 
!navy would have taken it if it 
hadn’t been busy elsewhere, and 
if it had, we should have heard’ Jess 
about “returning” to China what 
China never possessed and was never 
likely to possess.
